The  collecting  and  study  of  this  interesting  series  of  American  Tokens, 
has  had  much  of  my  attention  for  the  past  six  years,  during  which  time 
every  type  and  variety  herein  noted  has  passed  through  my  hands,  and  it 
has  been  to  me  a source  of  pleasure  to  form  what  I believe  to  be  the  two 
most  complete  collections  of  them  extant. 

There  are  various  theories  as  to  what  pieces  properly  belong  to  this 
series : some  include  Store  Cards  bearing  date  within  the  years  of  the 
trials  of  the  United  States  Bank,  or  the  period  so  familiarly  referred  to  as 
“ Hard  Times,”  especially  those  cards  dated  1837.  I have,  however, 
thought  it  proper  to  exclude  all  which  cannot  be  placed  in  at  least  one  of 
the  following  classes  : — 

Reference  to  the  United  States  Bank. 

Popular  political  and  satirical  maxims  of  the  period. 

Devices  or  inscriptions  imitating  legal  coinage. 

Mulings  with  either  obverse  or  reverse  of  any  in  the  foregoing. 

To  this  classification  I have  permitted  a single  exception.  This  is 
No.  22,  which  is  inserted  in  the  list  for  the  reason  that  it  bears  a repre- 
sentation of  the  new  Merchants  Exchange,  which  took  the  place  of  the  one 
destroyed  in  the  great  fire  of  1835,  described  in  Nos.  19-21,  and  undoubt- 
edly served  the  same  purpose  as  all  others  in  the  series. 

Some  are  known  to  have  been  struck  in  other  metals  than  those  men- 
tioned, but  I regard  them  as  trial  pieces,  hence  they  are  omitted.  It  is 
difficult  to  believe  that  pieces  in  lead  or  white  metal  were  ever  current  in 
any  of  the  States  beyond  the  issuer's  door ; and  if  these  tokens  were  issued 
in  silver,  they  could  not  have  passed  for  less  than  their  weight,  which  would

have  called  for  a sum  between  the  quarter  and  half  dollar,  — a most  extraor- 
dinary circumstance  and  awkward  enough  ; further,  if  they  were  so  used,  it 
would  be  difficult  to  account  for  the  extreme  rarity  of  these  silver  specimens. 

No.  i exists  in  both  white  metal  and  silver;  No.  3 in  white  metal,  and 
Nos.  25  and  88  in  silver;  Nos.  47  and  95  are  for  the  first  time  described; 
No.  55  came  from  the  Bushnell  Cabinet,  and  has  never  been  found  else- 
where; this,  with  Nos.  30,  31,  32,  33,  46,  47,  48,  95  and  96,  are  the  rarest 
of  the  series,  and  upon  the  statement  of  one  who  should  know,  four  or  five 
of  the  latter  exist  in  silver.  This  induces  me  to  think  that  all  of  them  may 
have  been  struck  in  this  metal,  yet  it  is  by  no  means  certain.  I am  not 
aware  that  this  or  any  other  statement,  as  to  the  dies  or  metals  of  these 
distinctively  peculiar  varieties,  has  ever  been  given,  even  inferentially,  to 
the  numismatic  public.  No.  51,  as  described  in  the  Com  Collector's  Journal , 
is  a muling,  the  existence  of  which  I doubt.  From  other  sources  I have 
learned  of  combinations  which  cannot  be  verified.  It  is  my  firm  belief, 
however,  that  every  type  and  variety  issued  is  included  in  the  following 
pages.
